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FIFTY-THIRD  ANNUAL  MEETING 

OF 

THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL  OF 

THE  CITY  OF  CHICAGO 

The  fifty-third  annual  meeting  of  the  Hospital  Society  was  held  in  the  Chapel 
of  the  Hospital  on  Thursday,  January  23,  1936,  at  12:15  P.  AT  The  sub-zerc 
temperatures  prevailing'  at  the  time  prevented  several  from  attending",  but  the 
splendid  luncheon  was  enjoyed  by  the  thirty-six  members  and  guests  who  were 
present. 

Air.  Alfred  T.  Carton,  President  of  the  Hospital,  presided,  and  Fred  S.  Booth, 
Assistant  Secretary,  recorded.  The  invocation  was  rendered  by  Rev.  Edward  N. 
Ware,  Chaplain  of  the  Hospital. 

v    The  minutes  of  the  annual  meeting"  held  January  16,  1935,  were  read  and  upon 
motion  duly  made,  seconded  and  carried  were  approved. 

The  Nominating  Committee  placed  in  nomination  the  name  of  Edward  F. 
Wilson  as  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  upon  motion  duly  made,  seconded  and  car- 
ried, the  Secretary  was  directed  to  cast  a  unanimous  ballot  of  the  members  of  the 
Society  present  for  the  election  of  Edward  F.  Wilson  as  a  member  of  the  Society. 
The  ballot  was  duly  cast  and  Air.  Wilson  was  declared  to  have  been  elected  a 
member  of  the  Society. 

Upon  report  of  the  Nominating"  Committee  and  on  motion  duly  made  and 
seconded,  it  was  unanimously  RESOLVED,  That  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  cast 
a  unanimous  ballot  of  the  members  of  the  Society  present  for  the  election  of 
Aiessrs.  Alfred  T.  Carton,  Albert  B.  Dick,  Jr.,  Edward  D.  McDougal,  Jr.,  John 
McKinlay,  Robert  Stevenson,  Jr.,  and  Edward  F.  Wilson  as  members  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  in  the  Class  of  1939,  to  serve  for  the  term  of  four  years  and  until 
election  of  their  successors.  The  ballot  was  duly  cast,  and  the  persons  named 
were  declared  to  have  been  elected  Managers  for  said  term. 

Air.  Asa  Bacon,  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  spoke  briefly  of  the  work 
accomplished  in  the  hospital  during  the  year,  the  essential  repairs  and  remodeling 
completed  in  the  Jones  Building  and  the  present  needs,  if  the  high  standards  of 
service  for  which  the  Presbyterian  is  noted,  is  to  be  maintained.  During  the  year 
10,921  patients  were  cared  for  in  beds,  of  which  2,731  were  free  bed  patients, 
and  the  eight  sunshine  beds  were  occupied  constantly  throughout  the  year.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  average  length  of  stay  of  each  patient  during  the  year 
was  reduced  to  ten  days  compared  with  an  average  of  25  days  some  years  back. 
During  the  year  also  the  hospital  maintained  an  average  bed  occupancy  of  67.5 
per  cent  compared  with  an  average  of  56.4  per  cent  of  Chicago  hospitals  generally. 
The  Superintendent  emphasized  the  fact  that  the  present  urgent  need  is  for  addi- 
tional endowment  since  the  Hospital,  after  practicing  rigid  economy  and  maintain- 
ing its  high  standard  of  service,  still  finds  at  the  end  of  the  year  an  operating 
deficit. 
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Miss  H.  Helena  McMillan,  Superintendent  of  Nurses  and  Director  of  the 
School  of  Nursing  reported  on  the  activities  of  the  school  during  the  year.  A 
particularly  fine  group  of  72  young  women  entered  in  September,  of  whom  66 
are  still  enrolled.  Forty-one  nurses  graduated  in  May  and  there  are  at  the  pres- 
ent time  288  students  in  training.  The  ever  increasing  demand  for  graduate  nurses 
on  duty  in  the  Hospital  has  raised  the  number  to  123.  The  importance  of  the  spe- 
cial funds  for  endowed  nurses  and  the  need  for  additional  endowments  of  this  type 
is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  1,221  patients  were  cared  for  by  endowed  nurses 
in  1935.  Commencing  in  1936,  entering  student  nurses  will  be  requested  to  have 
two  years  schooling  beyond  high  school. 

The  milk  laboratory,  a  gift  of  Mrs.  James  Simpson  in  memory  of  her  grand- 
son, is  in  full  operation  and  unquestionably  will  result  in  many  babies  getting  a 
better  start  in  life  and  being  better  prepared  to  withstand  conditions  after  they 
leave  the  Hospital. 

Dr.  Ernest  Irons,  Dean  of  Rush  Medical  College,  spoke  briefly  on  the  im- 
portance of  the  close  affiliation  of  the  college  and  the  hospital  and  the  Central 
Free  Dispensary,  stressing  the  vital  part  that  each  play  in  the  work  of  the  others. 

Mr.  Solomon  A.  Smith,  Treasurer,  presented  the  report  of  audit  for  the  year 
prepared  by  Messrs.  Arthur  Young  and  Company,  certified  public  accountants, 
showing  a  deficit  of  $1,398.  The  report  of  audit  was  received  and  approved  and 
the  hospital  staff  complimented  on  the  results  accomplished  in  the  face  of  con- 
stantly mounting  operating  costs. 

The  President  read  his  report  which  is  printed  elsewhere  in  this  issue. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned.

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REPORT  (  )F  THE   PRESIDENT 

TO  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  SOCIETY: 

The  report  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Society  as  at  December  31,  1935, 
with  operating  statements  for  the  year  1935,  certified  by  Messrs.  Arthur  Young  & 
Company,  certified  public  accountants,  and  submitted  hy  your  treasurer,  Mr.  Solo- 
mon A.  Smith,  shows  a  loss  of  $1,398.84  from  operations  for  the  year.  The  dif- 
ference between  the  1934  profit  and  the  1935  loss  is  accounted  for  hy  increasing 
costs  for  supplies,  and  by  additions  to  the  employed  nursing  staff  corresponding 
to  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  student  nurses  which  resulted  from  limiting 
admissions  to  one  class  entering  in  the  fall  of  the  year. 

A  substantial  amount  of  expense  for  repairs  and  new  equipment  was  absorbed 
during  the  year  and  kept  within  reasonable  limits  by  doing  much  of  the  work 
gradually  with  hospital  employees.  The  more  important  items  are  mentioned  in  the 
report  of  your  superintendent,  Mr.  Asa  S.  Bacon,  printed  in  the  December  bul- 
letin. A  much  larger  fund  than  can  be  supplied  out  of  operations  is  needed  for 
replacement  of  boilers  and  elevators  and  for  the  long  discussed  addition  of  two 
floors   between   the  Jones  and   Murdoch  buildings. 

A  large  class  of  72  student  nurses  of  excellent  quality  was  admitted  in  Sep- 
tember. A  class  of  such  unusual  size  strains  the  facilities  of  the  School  of  Nurs- 
ing and  places  a  heavy  burden  upon  the  teaching  staff.  The  effort  to  compensate 
in  this  way  for  the  omission  of  a  spring  entering  class  is  believed  worth  while. 
The  Board  of  Managers  at  its  October  meeting  approved  a  minimum  entrance  re- 
quirement of  two  years  educational  preparation  after  high  school.  There  are  1,383 
graduates  of  the  School,  of  whom  41  received  diplomas  last  May.  Hereafter 
student  nurses  will  graduate  in  the   fall. 

The  Woman's  Board  of  the  Hospital  continues  to  be  an  active  and  large  organ- 
ization representative  of  the  Presbytery  of  Chicago  and  furnishing  invaluable 
service  in  many  departments  of  the  Hospital.  In  June,  the  Woman's  Board  com- 
pleted its  Thanksgiving  Linen  Fund  of  $25,000  and  delivered  the  fund  to  the  Board 
of  Managers.  This  fund  will  be  continued  as  a  Thanksgiving  offering.  Mrs.  James 
Simpson,  a  member  of  the  Woman's  Board,  gave  to  the  Hospital  a  completely 
equipped  modern  milk  laboratory  for  the  Children's  Department,  with  the  refur- 
nishing and  decorating  of  the  north  corridor  of  the  Children's  Floor.  This  gift  is 
a  timely  safeguard  of  the  milk  feeding  of  babies.  It  is  in  memory  of  her  grand- 
son. Interesting  articles  regarding  the  Nursing,  Social  Service,  Occupational 
Therapy  and  Library  Departments  in  which  the  Woman's  Board  is  particularly  in- 
terested, and  its  Scholarship  and  Loan  Fund,  appear  in  the  December  and  Jan- 
uary, 1936,  bulletins.  Mrs.  Frederick  T.  Haskell  retired  at  the  end  of  the  year  as 
President  of  the  Woman's  Board  after  two  years  of  devoted  service.  She  is  sue 
ceeded  by  Mrs.  Clyde  E.  Shorey.

($1,000),  Miss  Elsie  K.  White  for  clearing  a  title  ($1,000),  Infantile  Paralysis 
Fund  ($1,000),  and  "The  Fair"  doll-house  fund  to  be  applied  to  the  Woman's 
Board  fund  for  an  endowed  nurse    ($563.59). 

Mr.  William  A.  Douglass,  Secretary  of  the  Hospital,  continuously  from  the 
time  of  its  organization  in  1883,  departed  this  life  February  13,  1935.  The  tribute 
to  his  memory  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Managers  appeared  in  the  yearbook.  His 
son,  Kingman  Douglass,  succeeds  him  as  a  member  of  the  Board  and  in  the  office 
of  Secretary. 

We  mourn  the  loss  during  the  year  of  Dr.  James  C.  Gill,  Associate  Neurolo- 
gist, who  died  July  1,  1935;  Dr.  Edwin  R.  LeCount,  Attending  Pathologist,  who 
died  August  23,  1935  ;  and  Dr.  William  H.  Wilder,  Consulting  Ophthalmologist, 
who  died  September  24,  1935. 

The  Board  of  Managers  desires  to  express  its  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
service  of  the  Medical,  Nursing  and  Business  staff's  of  the  Hospital  during  the  year.

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THE  THIRTY-THIRD  (33rd)  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
School   of  Nursing 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Managers: 

The  School  of  Nursing  and  the  Nursing  department  of  the  Hospital  have 
endeavored  during  the  year  1935  to  keep  up  with  the  Standards  of  the  Institution. 
The  outstanding  step  of  progress  in  the  school  has  been  the  approval  by  this  Board 
at  its  October  meeting,  of  a  minimum  entrance  requirement  for  our  students  of 
two  vears  educational  preparation  beyond  high  school.  While  undoubtedly  this  will 
lose  to  us  some  efficient  high  school  girls,  it  will  bring  it  is  hoped  a  greater  ma- 
turity and  ability  to  assume  the  responsibilities  inseparable  from  the  life  of  a  nurse 
and,  in  addition,  places  us  in  line  with  National  nursing  recommendations— an  aid 
both  to  the  school  and  to  its  graduates. 

The  class  of  11  which  entered  in  September  is  of  excellent  quality  and  bears 
out  the  thought  that  final  results  would  justify  concentration  on  one  class  yearly. 
This  is  the  first  class  since  the  school  was  organized  in  1903  in  which  one  or  more 
members  have  not  been  requested  to  withdraw  on  account  of  obvious  personal  un- 
suitability.  To  date  66  of  the  class  are  still  enrolled,  the  six  who  dropped  out 
having  done  so  for  health  or  other  personal  reasons. 

The  size  of  the  class  as  well  as  ever  increasing  state  and  national  require- 
ments for  improved  instruction  in  both  the  practice  and  in  the  theory  of  nursing, 
has  emphasized  anew  the  need  in  the  Sprague  Home  for  more  class  rooms,  an 
enlarged   studv,    an   assembly   room   and,    for   health    reasons,    a   gymnasium  with 
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recreational  opportunities,  an  infirmary  for  isolation  and  care  in  minor 

The  successful  teaching  of  nursing  calls  for  a  well  balanced  division  of  the 
three-year  period  during  which  the  student  should  receive  sufficient  experience  not 
only  with  surgical  patients,  but  in  the  care  of  the  child,  of  the  adult  with  medical, 
with  contagious  diseases,  of  the  nervous  or  mentally  ill  patients,  experience  m 
obstetrics  including  prenatal,  postpartum  and  district  home  care,  some  knowledge 
of  the  problems  to  be  met  in  the  field  of  public  health  nursing. 

The  unusual  size  of  the  1935  class,  necessitating  constantly  repeated  instruc- 
tion in  small  groups  was  made  somewhat  more  difficult  on  account  of  the  loss  ot 
four  seasoned  instructors  who  yielded  to  tempting  offers  elsewhere.  We  were  how- 
ever fortunate  enough  to  secure  four  of  our  own  graduates  who  are  not  only  wen 
qualified  but  were  able  and  glad  to  return  to  us  and  the  work  has  been  carried 
according  to  schedule.  The  annual  announcement  of  the  school  presents  the  cur- 
riculum of  study  prepared  and  carried  out  in  detail. 

The  nursing  of  the  hospital  becomes  more  and  more  exacting  and  to  meet  the 
continually  increasing  demands  of  the  patient  and  the  elaborated  technique  oi  medi- 
cal procedures  graduate  nurses  in  greater  numbers  have  been  employed.  It  is  oe- 
lieved  that  in  spite  of  considerable  change  of  personnel  due  to  the  small  salaries 
available,  that  this  has  added  largely  to  the  efficiency  of  the  nursing. 

This  year  the  nursing  department  has  been  called  upon  to  assist  with  the  new 
Vascular  Therapy  Department  established  on  the  seventh  floor  of  the  MurdocK 
Building  and  also  with  the  Fever  Therapy  treatment  started  February  27th  ana 
carried  until  December  first,  at  which  time  the  responsibility  was  taken  over  by  tne 
X-Ray  Department. 

The  completion  and  opening  on  September  the  twentieth  of  the  much  needed 
and  beautiful  Simpson  Memorial  Milk  Laboratory,  a  most  acceptable  addition  to 
the  children's  service,  has  necessitated  the  assignment  of  more  nurses  to  carry  tne 
perfected  technique. 
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The  Sprague   Home,  under  the  careful  administration  of    Miss  Aylward,  is  in 

excellent  physical  condition.  The  extensive  and  expensive  work  on  the  elevator 
has  added  to  the  comfort  of  the  household.  The  Home  accommodates  not  only  the 
entire  student  body  hut  also  60  members  of  the  staff  and  graduate  nurse  group, 
provides  dressing  rooms  with  lockers  for  its  non-resident  graduates,  and  meals,  in 
eight  relays,   for  a  daily  average  of  2o2  people. 

The  Reference  Library  and  Science  Laboratory  in  the  Sprague  Home,  both 
most  essential  in  an  educational  organization,  have  received  gifts  for  books  of 
twenty-five  dollars  each  from  the  Alumnae  Association  and  Miss  Mary  Wilson, 
Class  of  1908,  and  ten  dollars  from  a  friend,  while  the  interest  on  the  David  W. 
Graham  Educational  Fund  allowed  the  purchase  of  two  badly  needed  microscopes 
for  the  Laboratory.  The  Alumnae  Association  also  has  contributed  its  usual  annual 
$30.00  for  the  purchase  of  professional  magazines  for  the  Library. 

We  are  grateful  that,  while  we  cannot  report  an  increase  in  the  Endowment 
Fund  of  the  School,  that  a  Fund  of  $60,858.16  does  exist  and  we  look  forward  to 
its  completion  sometime. 

Mrs.  Ernest  A.  Hamill  has  again  been  most  generous  in  contributing  $225.00 
to  the  Christmas  expenses  at  the  Sprague  Home,  a  gift  and  a  giver  most  thoroughly 
appreciated.  We  are,  as  usual,  indebted  to  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital  for 
assistance  in  teaching  and  for  care  in  illness,  especially  so  to  Dr.  L.  C.  Gatewood, 
the  school  physician,  for  many  hours  of  service,  to  Dr.  Edwin  Miller,  to  members 
of  the  Nose  and  Throat  and  of  the  Dental  departments  for  continued  helpfulness. 
To  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Board 
and  other  friends  who  have  provided  opportunities  for  our  students  to  hear  good 
music,  we  give  thanks.  The  Dean  of  Rush  Medical  College,  Dr.  Irons,  and  his 
staff  have  as  in  former  years,  rendered  invaluable  assistance  by  securing  and 
financing  teachers  for  the  sciences  and  other  class  room  work.  The  school  com- 
mittee of  the  Woman's  Board  has  made  possible  the  services  of  Mr.  Robert  Birch 
for  twelve  practice  periods  for  those  students  interested  in  music,  has  provided 
three  lectures  on  current  events  and  secured  a  scholarship  of  one  hundred  dollars 
for  work  at  the  Lmiversity  of  Chicago  to  one  of  our  graduates. 

The  Woman's  Board  has  granted  its  customary  three  scholarships  and  pro- 
vided loans  to  six  students.  The  1935  graduating  class  of  the  School  added  bright- 
ness to  the  Reception  Room  in  the  Sprague  Home  by  a  gift  of  five  floor  and  table- 
lamps. 

There  has  been  enrolled  in  the  School  an  average  total  of  288  nurses,  of  whom 
143  have  been  graduates,  87  advanced  students  and  58  in  the  first  six  months 
period.  The  graduates  on  duty  in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  average  123,  95  of 
these  doing  day  and  night  bedside  nursing  and  19  assigned  to  the  operating  rooms, 
the  delivery  and  first  floor  examining  rooms. 

Of  the  advanced  students  in  the  Hospital,  an  average  of  50  have  been  on  the 
floors,  14  in  the  diet  kitchens,  serving  rooms  and  operating  rooms,  while  19  have 
been  in  affiliated  work  and  four  off  duty  for  illness,  vacation  or  other  causes. 

To  carry  the  nursing  on  the  Pavilion  floors  has  required  a  total  average  of  47 
nurses ;  on  the  surgical  floors  of  the  Jones  and  Murdock  Building  46 ;  on  the 
medical  floor  22;  in  the  children's  department  17;  and  21  on  the  maternity  floor 
where  794  mothers  and  804  babes  have  each  spent  an  average  of  ten  days. 

Twelve  graduates  and  eight  students  have  taken  care,  this  year,  of  the  oper- 
ating rooms  with  12,116  patients  as  against  11,123  in  1934. 

The  first  floor  examining  rooms  have  a  record  of  28,860  visits  from  non-hos- 
pital patients  of  the  members  of  the  Medical  Staff,  the  largest  number  of  visits 
from  patients  of  any  one  member  being  860.  In  the  total  figure  is  included  4,955 
visits  of  prenatal  patients.  Four  graduate  nurses  carry  this  work  until  9  P.  M., 
after  which  time  the  Night  Supervisor  meets  emergencies  as  they  arise. 
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The  Endowed  and  Maintained  Nurses,  as  always,  have  rendered  valuable  and 
appreciated  service :  The  Helen  North  Nurse  has  given  231  days  to  195  different 
patients;  The  Ernest  A.  Hamill  Nurse  244  days  to  195  different  patients-  The 
Gladys  Foster  Nurse  291  nights  to  186  different  patients;  The  Luella  Pearson 
Molloy  Nurse  285  days  to  260  different  patients;  The  T.  Kenneth  Boyd  Fund 
Nurse  288  nights  to  205  different  patients ;  the  combined  Gladys  Foster  and  Luella 
Molloy  Funds  Nurse  201  days  to  185  different  patients.  A  total  of  1,221  sick  peo- 
ple who  have  received  nursing  care  which  would  be  impossible  without  these  nurses. 

An  average  of  58  graduate  nurses  have  accomplished  21,140  days  special  dutv 
in  the  hospital,  this  being  a  daily  average  of  6  more  nurses  and  2  272  more  days 
than  last  year.  We  have  sent  from  the  hospital  office  into  homes  179  nurses  an 
increase  over  1934  of  37. 

In  addition  to  service  in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  our  students  have  contrib- 
uted nursing  and  in  return  received  the  following  needed  experience  :  To  the  Cen- 
tral Free  Dispensary  with  its  yearly  total  clinic  attendance  of  221  889  patients  and 
a  daily  average  of  722,  thirty-seven  students  have  given  1,532  days-  In  the  out- 
obstetrical  department  and  prenatal  clinics  of  the  Rush  Medical  College  41  stu- 
dents have  spent  541  and  615  days,  making  1,958  calls  on  the  905  mothers  and  910 
babes  born  in  their  district  homes. 

Twenty-three  students  have  spent  1,015  days  at  the  Chicago  Municipal  Con- 
tagious Disease  Hospital ;  seven  387  days  with  the  Chicago  Visiting  Nurse  Asso- 
ciation; four  236  days  with  the  Cook  Countv  Rural  Nursing;  three  274  days  in 
the  neurological  and  psychiatric  departments  of  Cook  County  Hospital-  two  92 
days  with  the  Infant  Welfare  Society  of  Chicago;  and  44  an  average  of  twentv- 
four  hours  m  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  maintained  by  the  Rush  Medical  College 
in  the  Central  Free  Dispensary.  fe 

i  SiTS  ha\been  lost  from,  dut-v  hy  in»ess  1,429  days  on  the  part  of  students 
and  840  days  by  graduates,  the  increase  in  days  by  graduates  from  672  in  1934 
being  due  to  the  larger  number  of  graduates  employed.  As  is  customary,  a  com- 
plete record  of  all  illness  has  been  made  and  placed  in  the  school  files.
